HONORARY REWARDS 


E recently received the following 
letter which we believed to be ex- 
tremely interesting and are passing it 
along to our readers: 
“То the Editor of Атерро News:— 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 23, 1939. 


"I presume that most of us who are 
interested in Masonry and its principles 
have observed that the order is slipping. 
Young men, with or without funds, dis- 
play almost no interest, nor curiosity in 
the fraternity and many of them have 
more income than many of our old timers 
had when they joined. 

“The old timers seem to be indifferent 
too and in a state of lethargy. 

“What started me on this letter was 
an editorial in the Boston Traveler from 
which I quote: 

“‘Oddly enough, a great destroyer 
once touched the hem of the garment of 
an angel when he, Napoleon Bonaparte, 
established the French Legion of Honor, 
an order of merit for distinguished 
service to France. 'The legion honored 
not only soldiers, but persons in civil 
life who had made great contribution by 
unselfish devotion to the French people. 

“‘Napoleon’s war conquests mean 
little today, except by tortuous reason- 
ing. In a future day when the world is 
wiser, Napoleon will be remembered for 
establishing a measure of civilization by 
which man’s real worth on earth is 
proved. 

“Shouldn’t the ‘powers that be’ in 
Masonry devise some sort of honorary 
reward for those who are still putting 
much time and substance in Masonry, un- 
sung and without recognition? I refer 
to outstanding men who have been an 
example to the public by their upright 


conduct throughout their life and who 
have maintained an interest in the chari- 
table and beneficent features of the fra- 
ternity and its works, to the everlasting 
credit of Masonry as a whole! 

"The King of England for instance 
eccasionally confers Knighthood on a 
citizen who has been generous to his 
charities or who has displayed unusual 
interest and demonstrated it by his work 
for the welfare of the Empire. 

"Colleges give degrees to laymen who 
have been public benefactors, thus stimu- 
lating bequests to the colleges. 

"Your organization of the Shrine has 
always, voluntarily, given honorary mem- 
berships to selected individuals, without 
being solely guided by rank or station. 

“These honors cost the donors nothing 
but are abounding in the possibilities of 
rich rewards in return. 

"Masonry should for these same rea- 
sons periodically give the thirty-third 
degree to certain selected Masons. Let 
us suppose that every three years at the 
Supreme Council Session each state 
should give out to ten laymen scattered 
throughout that state in pivotal sections, 
ten thirty-third degrees. 

“This would create a zeal and inter- 
est in the Masonic order that would be 
without equal. 

“It confers no distinct privilege on the 
recipient, but it surely would stimulate 
his pride and energy. The supreme body 
loses nothing by this, but creates a vital, 
tangible force in the every day Masons, 
who make up and financially support the 
order, 

“At the present time the thirty-third 
degree seems to be conferred only on 
men who have gone through certain chairs 
in the Scottish Rite Bodies, and осса- 
sionally a Governor of a state. 
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“They undoubtedly deserve this recog- 
nition for having faithfully carried out 
the mechanics and ritual of their re- 
spective offices. Beyond this they are 
not expected to supply initiative or orig- 
inality to the order, as their work is 
done. 

"I only remember one exception and 
that was a few years ago when the Su- 
preme Council gave the thirty-third 
degree to a blacksmith, one of the com- 
mon people, of sterling qualities and a 
man of integrity and high repute in the 
community, though a humble man, who 
sits at God's footstool. 

“This created most favorable reaction 
and generous expressions of opinion for 
the ‘higher-ups.’ 

“This deed and more like it would help 
tremendously to eradicate the belief that 
the Supreme Council of Scottish Rite 
Masons is a self-satisfied body, living off 
the rank and file, but wearing a ‘holier 
than thou' attitude of aristocracy, like 
the House of Lords. 

"I do not mean to say that this is 
their attitude as I know many of the 
thirty-thirds in Massachusetts and they 
are just as good fellows as they were 
before they received this rare honor, but 
I am trying to convey the idea that some- 
thing along the democratic lines as sug- 
gested above would put the leaders more 
in step with the membership as a whole 
and would quicken the heart beat of 
Masonry in keeping with the leavening, 
working silently and strongly, through- 
out the peoples of all nations.

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ILLUSTRIOUS POTENTATE 
JAMES J. CURRY 


HE story of the life of our Potentate 

James J. Curry is an inspiration to 
the youth of today and proves what can 
be attained in the business world by the 
man who works hard and has the will 
to win. It is the story of the man who 
reached success in his chosen vocation in 
spite of hardships and because of his 
indomnitable will to forge ahead and 
because also of his generally acknowl- 
edged genial and generous disposition 
which has made him a host of friends. 


To properly cover his life in the busi- 
ness world would take volumes.

In 1927 Mr. Curry resigned his posi- 
tion with the First National Stores to 
accept an official position with the Wal- 
dorf System. One year later he was 
elected President of this vast lunch sys- 
tem which operates 142 lunchrooms in 
42 of the country's largest cities, reaching 
as far west as Cleveland, Ohio.

Mr. Cahill, who is at present one of 
Boston’s outstanding attorneys, has 
played an important part in the law- 
making of our State, having filed more 
than 100 measures during his legislative 
career, most of which have become law. 
As floor leader he was a consistent foe 
of extravagance in government, many 
times blocking the passage of bond is- 
sues and other measures which would 
have increased the State’s indebtedness 
as well as raise the annual state tax.

In Sweden there are 41 Masonic lodges 
having a total membership of 24,000. The 
masters of each are elected for life, with 
the King of Sweden being the grand 
master of the entire fraternity. Stock- 
holm has the two largest lodges, each 
with over 4000 members. 


According to the Fraternal Record, 
picnics and other such gatherings on 
Sundays are forbidden to Masons.
